He led often and 
forced the flKhtiiiK- In hiH eu{^ruet« to 
get at Fit/mmniuus he committed a 
popable fonl nnnng u dincli and was 
warned by Kefei-ee Siler that it repiti- 
tion would cost hiiii the fight. 
Maher fouKht well, bnt he was no 
mateh fbr his re(l-head<>tl opponent, 
who ptoftd. hittmelf one of the craftiest 
sen that ever ntepjied into the ring. 

Vitttimmoiiit is now, by Corbett's ac;- 
tiou in praaemiug. the i-hampionidiip to 
Maher, the chumpiuii of the world and 
after the flirht waa over he declared 
thrq«fh Joliau hiit wilUnffUMito de- 
fend A* chanipioutihip airaiiiKt any and 
allwiMva. 

1%e train arriveil at about 8:80 central 
time, and over u rocky rund windiuK 
l^nt (he pracipltoaa clilb along the 
RioCtranda the crowd wended ita way 
to the iMMly beach uf the ritrer. Forty - 
two MezicauH had carried the ring ma- 
terial to the river btink 'I huivday Bight 
alter workiitg liaid all tlity nixJu a road- [ 
way down Trout tbe bluff. A narrow i 
woodeu fcxMtbhtiKe had been put up 
m ruws the uwi^rly flow ing wtream. The

The buitli'ifi'oxxd WHrt a MUidy iiat 
u)K)n a big ti«>ini in the Rio (nWldu 
river on fhv Mexi<'an sine. If Vras Just 
two itiilt*M from tiif \ ilia^if of Lainrrry. ; 
111 the tenter of a canvas wall abont 
aO<l feet ill dii'iin tcr rlic ring was i 
pitched. The hoai'd ft<»ir was covered 
vitli canvasH, over which rosin waa . 
iiprinkled. At one side was the frame ' 
eonipartinent for the taking by tlie 
kinetoHcoj)** of the |>ictiiies »it the tiglit 
an it prtK-t'eded. On r lie opposite side 
tif the ring were two little tciits for the i 
principals. Fit/-siniiiii>iis was flie fii-st 
to leave tlie tram. Tlierc were follow- 
ing Fit'/.ciuinioiis Mai till .liili.m, ,liu k 
Kverhart, William McCoy and .lack 
Btel/iier, who were in his corner. Fitz- 
siiumous tiH)k the nrst cent when he en- 
tered the cuiivus enclosure. 

Maher arrived five minutes after 
FitKHimmotu. He wax followed from 
the train by a crowd as well a« his Ke<v 
onds. bearing Ins ett'ect.'*. Jim Hall. Buck 
Cuuuelly, i'eter Luwrie, Jai-k <juiuu 
•udPetM- Bui iui. Uttie time waa loat 
in getting ready. I 
iieorge Siler, Julian and Hall Wt- 
awtanrt tha hve otuice glevea. Tie 
^0vea were of different makei* and 
different itolom, Fit/Hiinnions' being a 
light green and Maher's dark bi-own. 

Ite refentti called the men to the cen- 
ter of the riiig and explained thearticlea 
of agreement and told them to get 
ready. 

FitaaintuinnM went (o hie curuer and 
doffed the bHthrolie. Julian and Brer- 
hart ramuvad FitsHinuuona' remaining 
raiment, and tHh AuMtraliuu atood forth 
in Hhivt riiigh truukK of dark bine, with 
a hell Hhowiiig the American colors. 
He had on black hoxe nriled down JUfon 
the tup of his ring MluieM. 

Wbeii a xiinilar oflice had been per- 
forineit for Maher he tihowed np in 
black I ranks, half way to the knee* 
Willi I green iK'lt. His hose and shoes 
were similar to tlio.se of Fitminuions. 

\V hen nine was called the men met 
ill the cciitei of ihc- ring.

fullv on the Jmuiu of .M.iliei 's Idt chin, 
Mai'ier niensnred his i ii:;i!i on the 
floor, his he.ul .stiiking the « aiivas w itli 
great force, lie vainly atteiniited tu 
arise, but cunhl not ihi more than raise 
his head. His .set tiiiits called on Inm ui 
get up, but he faih'd to resixmd und 
■lUlk liuck to the can\ as. 

As Maher h U to the H.Mtr Fit/siiii- 
xnous step]ied unck and gazed u|M III his 
fallen fot< fur abont three seconds, and 



out?" remiirke*! ^itzsinmions. lu a 
peevish tone as he tnrm-d to pull hi* 
bath rolw up arouixl him to keen out of 
the cold drizzling ruin that wa.s falling. 
He sat for a few minutes in his corner 
looking across at Maher and then jump- 
ing briskly to his feet he walked rapidly 
aci-oss the ring and offered his gloved 
hand to Maher. Maher r»'achod for it, 
but Fifzsinuuoiis drew it back with a 
laugh, and getting .Fulian to untie the 
string at the wrisl. walked biU'k to 
Maher and offered his bare hand with 
the remark, "Well, Feter," Maher 
reached for the extended hnnd and 
shook it heartily without ri.siiig from 
his seat or raising his head to hxik at 
his conqueror. 

Jnlian theu called to Fitasiniinons and 
the Tlctor widked over to the side of the 
ring nearest tlie gate where .luliaii 
Btoo<l. The crowd was beginuiug to 
stream oat, bnt load culls of "Oentte- 
nien, gentlemen." tmm Jnlhin, anpple- 
men ted hy^^'^^v whucks on the gong 
eton|>ed them. 

■'ueutlemen." yelled JnUan, "Mr. 
Fitissimmoiui naa ntiw worked his way 
up to the t<m, antl ia now the champion 
of theworU. He ia now ready at Miy 
time and pUce to defend his title against 
any man in the world." 

The declaration waa greeted with lond 
yells of appnival from the crowd, and 
Fitxsimmons bowed and grllUWd hia 
naoal capAeious grin and tnen hurried 
away to dress himself. 

Maher was nnconscions 15 aenonds, 
and it was fully u minute after he had 
be<Mi carried to his corner before he re- 
gained cons^'iouNuass. Hewaauotdia- 
ix>sed to talk much. He ia uo talker 
at any time and would have had little 
to say if he had won. "He got me good 
und hard, and that was all there was to 
it," he said. '1 heard the referee count- 
ing' and heard the men in my corner 
' calling' me to rise, hut 1 could not rise. 

When I knew anything at all I was in 
' my corner and tiiey were rubbing my 

face with water." 
I Fit/simiiions was very nuMlest ciuisid- 
. ering tlie brilliant vic tory he had woti. 
I "1 could have I'Ut Inm out the first 
I )nin< h," he said, "bur did not reach 
iiiin li.ird enough. There never was a 
mill utc since the match w.is iTia<ie that 
I have anticipated any other n sult than 
this. I was sure of hiiii at iill .stages of 
the game. He was afiaid the minute 
he )>iit till his hands and 1 knew it. It 
was jnst like the first fight I had with 
him in New Orleans. I conld have 
licke<i Imii long Iwfore had I tried and 
yet peojile .ne saying to this day he 
nearly had me out. I got in on hiiu 
with "my right and caiight him squarely 
on the side of the jaw. 1 knew it was 
all over when I landed on himjitWM 
dead easv fnim the start." 

Aft-er i'it/.siiiiiiioiis and his party had 
come up to the railway station Kriiost 
Hector, the kiiiefoscope man. caiiie to 
him with a piofiositioii to fight Maher 
six rounds in front of his machine 
which would not work because of the 
dark weather. Fitzsimmons readily ac- 
cepted the chaiKe, but said that he must 
have l^'i.UOO caA in advance and nO per 
cent of the net retteipts of the exhibition 
of thepictnrea. This was ottnie<l to 
the Maher party, and in the carrying of 
it it waa diatorteii so that Fitzsiinmons 
waa made tu say that he would bet $6.- 
OOOthftthe would stop Maher ut any 
time within six roaiida. <^uu, the 
backer of Maher, cauM rashing back to 
•ee Fitxaimmous about the nropuaitiun. 
The new champion iteuied iiaving said 
Hnvthing of the snit, and a war of 
wiirds i-esnlted. Clwllettges for allaorta 
of sniiis were hurled back and 
forth, bnt by the time the train had 
puUed out of' Laugtry fw El Paso noth- 
ing had been done. 

The general opinion among tlie siwrt- 
iiig men who witin»ss«Hl the tight was 
that it was a most brilliant and unmtali- 
lie«i vii-toiy for Fitzsimmoiis. Maher 
may not have been in as gissl condition 
as the .\nstialiaii. hut he could not liave 
been outfoiijiiit so unickly no matter 
what his I'omiition had he not been bail- 
ly outi iasscd in point of skill. The 
jieiieial feelinj.' was that Fit/.sililinollS is 
fully capable of giving Coi hei t or any 
other man on the earth a desperate hard 
hvrht at an\ time. 

.No W' ights were announced at the 
ringside. hut Fit /.si in niolis \^ ei^;lled 
alioiii Hi.") and .Maher ahoiii IhO. The 
crowd disajiiK-ared from Laiigtry almost 
as (piickly as it had come, and it was 
not in tlie neijihlioihood more than two 
and a half hours all told. The vNest- 
boiiiid l■e^'ular tram for HI Faso was 
held until (> o'cliH k, and when it went 
It carried with it the inigilists and near- 
ly e\ cry jM-rsoii who hail coiikmIowii to 
see the tight. The one special train 
from Kagle I'ass started on its home- 
ward way ut the same time, and the 
great fight was over and done.

Hob Laughlin, the Bracken County 
nuirdet'pr in jail liere, was visited yeat«>r- 
«Iay by hie fatber and brother .Tatues, 
who epent ROine time in the oell room 
With him. They are, of coarse, over- 
vrbelmed with grief and sorrow at his, 
.-.wfiil crime and thinic lie was surely 
temporarily deranited. He was always 
of a rather retlrinR disposition and they 
f;ay he was always alraid to go anywiiere 
in tlie dark. They mentioned these as 
tome of hts peealtaritiM. 

I.aiiiililin ifi iiuirb ijuieter now tlian he 
hag been since his arrest. To I»eputy 
Jailer Pompelly this momiog be told 
anotiicr story abf>nf the burning of the 
house. He now says lie set it on tire 
after he returned from bis trip to Ao- 
ptHtn, by upsetting the lamp. 

I To reitterates the statement that he 
wants to be tried in Bracken, and says 
be well knows what his sentence will be. 

But one legal execution has ever talten 
place in Bracken County. About forty 
years ago a negro was banged just back 
of Augusta for the murder of a child. 

Some twt'iity-five or thirty j-ears ago, 
a negro who bad killed a white man by 
the name ot Browning, was taken from 
the jail at BrookHville and bung. Then 
in 18>S2 two men known as the Courts 
boys killed a man by the name of Smith 
in the Jobnsville precinct. They were 
lodged in jail. A mob took them out, 
hanged them both to the same limb ot a 
Hmail persimmon tree on the dirt road 
that leads over to Berlin, about a quarter 
of a mile from Brooksville. 

No one was ever prosecuted for either 
of these hangings, and to this day it ia a 
mytery who the leaders were.
